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abounds are given with true musical feeling, and an earnestness 
seldom met with in one not specially devoting herself to the delinea- 
tion of the highly wrought feelings of tragic opera. A word of 
praise must also be given to Signor Graziani, who acts and sings 
the part of Lindas Father to perfection. Signor Brignoli, too, as the 
insipid lover Carlo, gave ample evidence of a fine voice; and we 
have little doubt that when he sings any music worth hearing, he 
will produce a real effect The part of Pierotto introduced Madlle. 
Scalese, a contralto with a rich voice, who is likely to prove a 
valuable member of the company. 



GALLERY OF ILLUSTRATION. 
A new attraction was added to the already successful entertain 
ments at this establishment, on Monday, the 12th ult., by one of 
those musical satires for which Mr. John Parry stands pre-eminent. 
Under the unassuming title " Recollections Vocal and Instrumental," 
this admirable artist gives a few random reminiscences, in which. 
with the mere aid of a pianoforte, he keeps the audience in a con- 
stant roar of laughter ; tempered, however, with that admiration 
for his sterling musical acquirements which separates everything 
he attempts from the many so called "comic" effusions of the day. 
The miseries of the tenor singer, whose best vocal effects are marred 
by a nail in the stage, which trips him up in his most impassioned 
scenes; and the imitation of the different shades of expression 
thrown into the pianoforte practice of an aspiring musical family, 
under the title of " Pianoforte Studies," are as perfect in their way 
as the most elaborate representations of the most finished actors. 
We recommend all who have already enjoyed the refined musical 
sketches of Mr. John Parry to see him in his new " Recollections ;" 
whilst to those who have not yet made his acquaintance, we can 
conscientiously promise an artistic treat of the highest order. 



METROPOLITAN SCHOOLS' CHORAL SOCIETY. 
The eighth annual concert took place on the 8th ult at the Crystal 
Palace, under the direction of Mr. John Hullah. The enormous 
Handel Orchestra was filled to overflowing by the choir, which con- 
sisted of 4,000 children, and 1,000 adults. Mr. Hullah was warmly 
welcomed on his appearance in the orchestra, a compliment richly 
merited by one who has worked so earnestly and successfully in the 
cause of popular musical education. The precision and delicacy of 
the singing was universally admired, the careful teaching and train- 
ing of Mr. Hullah being everywhere apparent Amongst the most 
successful of the compositions performed were " Sleepers wake," 
" Let their celestial concerts all unite," " Canadian Boat Song," and 
"Come unto these yellow sands," all of which were encored. Mr. 
E. J. Hopkins presided at the great organ with his accustomed 
ability; and there was also a band comprising some of the best 
instrumentalists of the day. The concert, by far the best yet given 
by the society, afforded the utmost satisfaction to an audience which 
numbered 20,000 persons. 



Master Willie Pape gave a concert at the Hanover Square 
Rooms, on the 23rd ult., under the most distinguished patronage. 
The versatility of his talent as a pianist was successfully shown by 
his performance of a number of compositions of various styles, in 
all of which he was warmly and deservedly applauded. 

Mr. C. Klindworth's Pianoforte Recital took place on the 10th 
ult, at the Hanover Square Rooms, under the most distinguished 
patronage. The programme contained chiefly classical music, and 
included Bach's Chromatic Fantasia, and Fugue, Beethoven's 
Sonata in G, Op 31, No. 1, and Chopin's Fantasia in F minor, Op. 49, 
besides some solos by Schubert, Schuman, Liszt, &c, in all of which 
Mr. Klindworth was extremely successful, showing not only that he 
was competent to interpret the standard works, but that the lighter 
school of playing was perfectly under his command. He was 
assisted in the vocal department by Miss Robertine Henderson and 
Miss Banks. 

Madame Puzzi gave her Annual Morning Concert at the Hanover 
Square Rooms, on the 29th May, when she provided a very attrac- 
tive programme of vocal and instrumental music, the former, 
however, predominating. Many well known favorites were included 
amongst the vocalists engaged ; and conspicuous amongst the 
compositions given, we may mention Signor Marchesi's capital 
rendering of Nelusko's ballad from Meyerbeer's Africaine. The prin- 
cipal instrumentalists were Signor Andreoli and Signor Mattei 
(pianoforte), and Mr. Aptommas (harp). The rooms were fully and 
fashionably attended. 

Mr. Alexander Cooper's Concert took place on Wednesday 
evening, the 31st May, at the Beethoven Rooms, when he was 
assisted in the instrumental department by Herr Deichmann (violin), 
Mr. Walter Pettit (violoncello), and Mr. Lazarus (clarionet), and in 
the vocal department by Miss Palmer and Mr. W. H. Cummings. 
Mr. Cooper's pianoforte performances were, of course, the principal 
feature of the concert, amongst the most successful of which were 
Schumann's Fantasiestucke for piano and clarionet, in which he 
•was ably supported by Mr. Lazarus, and the pianoforte part in 
Beethoven's trio in B flat for piano, clarionet, and violoncello. Mr. 
Cooper was much and deservedly applauded throughout the evening. 

Herr Willem Coenen, the pianist, gave a matinee on the 7th ult, 
at the Hanover Square Rooms. The programme was extremely 
varied, containing good specimens both of the classical and bril- 
liant school. Amongst the former were Beethoven's trio in B flat, 
for pianoforte, clarionet, and violoncello, which was admirably 
played by the concert giver, Mr. Lazarus, and Mr. Paque. There 
were also some compositions by Herr Coenen, all of which seemed 
to give great satisfaction to the audience. We must not omit to 



mention the successful first appearance of Miss Strickland, a pupil 
of Herr Coenen, who played a duet for two pianofortes with her 
master in excellent style. The vocalists were Miss Eleonora 
Wilkinson, Miss Mina Poole and Madame Shepherd Lea. 

Herr Louis Ries, the violinist, gave a morning concert at the 
Hanover Square Rooms, on the 14th ult, when he performed Beet- 
hoven's Romance in F, and also joined in Schumann's Trio in D 
minor, for pianoforte, violin, and violoncello, with Messrs. F. 
Taylor, and H. Daubert; and in a M.S. Sextuor, in A minor, by 
Ferd. Ries, for two violins, two violas, and two violoncellos, with 
Messrs. Joachim, H. Webb, W. Hann, H. Daubert, and Signor 
Piatti. In all these performances, as well as in a duet of the 
brilliant school for pianoforte and violin, in which he was joined by 
Miss Henry, he displayed true and genuine powers both of execu- 
tion and expression. The vocalists were Madlle. J. Pressler and 
Mr. W. H. Cummings. 

The second Matine'e of the Pianoforte Quartet Association took 
place at the Hanover Square Rooms, on the 15th ult. Ferdinand 
Ries's Quartet in E minor (Op. 129) for pianoforte, violin, viola, and 
violoncello, was excellently played by Messrs. Baumer, Carrodus, 
Baetens, and Pettit, as was also Molique's quartet in E flat major 
(Op. 71) for pianoforte, violin, and violoncello by the same artists. 
An interesting feature of the concert was Spohr's Sonata Duo in E 
flat (Op. 113) for violin and harp, which received full justice from • 
Messrs. Carrodus and Cheshire. Mr. Baumer also performed 
Beethoven's Sonata Pathe'tique on the pianoforte, with a firm touch 
and good musical feeling. The vocalist was Miss Laura Harris. 

An excellent concert was given by the Islington Vocal Union at 
Barnsbury Hall, on the evening of the 12th ult, under the direction 
of Mr. James Robinson. Several part-songs were well rendered by 
the choir, amongstthe most successful of which was "The Pilgrims," 
by Henry Leslie, which appears to be rapidly gaining the popularity 
which we predicted for it at its first performance by the composer's 
choir. Mendelssohn's Forty-third Psalm for an eight-part choir, 
".Judge me, O God," was one of the most attractive amongst the 
sacred compositions. The instrumentalists were Mr. James Lander 
(flute), and Herr Jacoby (violin). 

A Concert was given at the Myddelton Hall, Islington, on the 
14th ult, by the Mesdlles. Lachenal, the principal feature of which 
was the introduction of a band of concertinas — two trebles, tenor, 
baritone, and bass — for the performance of a number of arrange- 
ments, chiefly from operas. The effect was exceedingly good ; and 
the adaptability of the instruments to the execution of orchestral 
music was most successfully shown. The opening operatic selec- 
tion on airs from " Semiramide," "Lucrezia Borgia," and "La 
Sonnambula," created a genuine effect with the audience; and 
a concertina solo, founded on the melodies of " Faust," was so 
exquisitely rendered by Madlle. Marie Lackenal, that she was com- 
pelled to repeat a portion of it. There was also some very good 
vocal music ; but the concertina perf onnance was the great attrac- 
tion of the concert; and we are bound to record that it was a 
genuine success. Besides the Mesdlles. Lachenal the band of 
concertinas included the valuable services of Mr. Richard Biagrove 
and Miss Ellen Attwater. 

A Concert was given on the 15th of June, in the Lecture Hall of 
the City of London College, Leadenhall-street, by the Choral Class, 
under the direction of the teacher, Mr. F. M. Wenborn, of the Poly- 
technic Institution. The programme contained some excellent com- 
positions, both sacred and secular, which were sung to the entire 
satisfaction of a large audience. The Principal of the College (Rev. 
R. Whittington) presided. 

A Grand Choral Service was, by kind permission of the Very 
Rev. the Dean and the Chapter, celebrated in the Cathedral at Ely 
on the 7th ult, in aid of the funds of the Choir Benevolent Fund. 
The choir numbered about eighty voices, representing members of 
Her Majesty's Chapel Royal, the Royal Chapel of St. George, 
Windsor, the Cathedral of St. Paul's, London, Westminster Abbey, 
Ely Cathedral, and the Collegiate Churches of Cambridge and 
Eton. Orlando Gibbous's Anthem, " God is gone up," was very 
finely performed; and in Mendelssohn's Anthem, "My God, my 
God, look upon me," Mr. T. Dyson's singing created amarked effect 
upon the congregation. In the evening a concert took place at the 
Cornhall ; the programme containing principally glees and madrigals. 
In a musical point of view, the success of these performances was 
unquestionable ; but we regret to say that the receipts fell very far 
short of the hopes entertained by the well wishers of the charity. 
Considering that, with the exception of a small annual contribution 
from the organists and lay clerks connected with the Cathedrals 
and Collegiate Choirs, the fund is entirely supported by voluntary 
contributions, we are sorry that this opportunity for sympathizing 
with so benevolent a cause should be so coldly responded to ; and 
we sincerely hope that other festivals given for the same object 
during the year may more amply repay the exertions of those who 
interest themselves in so admirable a charity. 

Several performances have been given during the month on the 
very fine organ built by Bryceson Brothers, for Nathaniel J. Holmes, 
Esq. The instrument contains three rows of keys and forty-four 
stops ; and its capabilities, tested by Mr. W. T. Best, and Mr. 
Frederick Archer, have proved in the highest degree satisfactory. 

A performance of a new comic Opera in two acts, by Mr. G. B. 
Allen, entitled " Castle Grim," took place at the Bayswater Bijou 
Theatre, Victoria Hall, on the 23rd of May. The characters were 
represented by Madame D'Este Finiayson, Madame Helen Percy, 
Mr. Elliott Galer and Mr. Lambert. Not having been present at the 
performance, we are unable to speak of the merits of the work from 
our own knowledge, but we hear that it was highly successful, 
and that the composer was unanimously called on at the conclusion 
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to bow his acknowledgments to the audience. The libretto is written 
by Robert Keece, Esq., jun. 

The first prize for a pianoforte quartett, offered by the Society of 
British Musicians has been awarded to Mr. E. Prout, B.A., who 
two years ago carried off the Society's first prize for the best string 
quartett. The performance of the first and second prize works took 
place on June loth, Miss Agnes Zimraermann taking the pianoforte. 
Mr. Prout's quartett is to be again pert onned at the last concert of 
the Pianoforte Quartett Association. 

A concert in aid of the organ fund of St. Matthew's Church, 
took place on the 16th ult. in West bourne Hall. The artistes were 
Miss F. de Courcy, Madame Helen Percy, and Mr. Frank Elmore, 
vocalists; Miss Rosa Brinsmead (piano), Herr Otto Booth (violin), 
and Herr F. Booth (violoncello). The audience, though not very 
numerous, appeared highly pleased with the entertainment pro- 
vided. Balfe's trio, " I'm not the Queen," was unanimously encored. 
Mr. Bullivant, the organist of the church, conducted. 

"We hear that the inscription on the stone which covers the grave 
of the celebrated Dr. Croft, formerly organist of Westminster 
Abbey, and who lies interred in the north aisle of the choir there, 
has latterly become almost effaced from the constant tread of 
visitors to the spot. With a feeling of reverence which does honor 
to his name, Dr. Rogers, of Clapham and Westminster, has lately, 
by permission of the Dean and Chapter, had the inscription restored 
entirely at his own expense, an example which we would gladly see 
followed wherever similar records are in danger of becoming 
obliterated. 



TO CORRESPONDENTS. 

James Pratt. — Space will not allow of separate replies to our corres- 
pondent's queries, but we cannot do better than refer him to Mr. O. 
A. Macfarren's article on- Bishop's Glees in the " Musical Times "for 
May, 1864, where the essential differences between madrigals, glees, 
and part-songs, are very ably stated. We may say, however, that a 
madrigal should not be "plain, like an ordinary part-song," but 
fugal, with ingenious contrapuntal contrivances, and most certainly 
rhythmical. 

We scarcely understand our correspondent s question. Does he mean 
what autlwrshave written in or on the species of counterpoint named ? 
If tlie latter, many Italian theorists have treated of counterpoint, 
the names of whom space will not allow us to chronicle here. For 
accurate information on the subject we should recommend a reference 
to C. F. Becker's valuable work on musical literature.

We do not hold ourselves responsible for any opinions expressed in this 
Summary ; as all the notices are either collated from the local papers, or 
supplied to us by occasional correspondents. 

Attesbosough.— On Whit Tuesday the Atteuborough Church 
Choirs and Handbells gave a very interesting concert of sacred 
and secular music in the National School Room, Chilwell. The 
programme consisted of favourite pieces by the best composers, 
both sacred and secular, all of which were performed in a maimer 
very creditable to the choir and those engaged in the training of the 
same, the solos, both vocal and instrumental, being well given 
throughout. The hand-bells added considerably to the enjoyment of 
the evening, the pieces played by them being executed with good 
taste and precision. 

Brohley.'— On Tuesday evening, the 30th of May, a concert was 
given in the Lecture Hall by the Poplar Glee and Madrigal Union. 
The programme consisted of part-songs, glees, &c. Mr. Hintou con= 
ducted, and Mrs. Hinton presided at the pianoforte* 

CaRthorpe.— On Monday, the 5th ult., a concert was given in 
the new Reading Room, by the Choral Union, under the direction 
of Mr. Prendergast, organist of Burueston Parish Chnrch. The 
programme consisted of songs, duets, and gleeSi The whole of the 
latter were taken from the Musical Times. 

Exeter. — The Church of St. John and St. George was re-opened 
for divine service on Sunday the 18th tilt., after having been for a 
very long time closed to effect some important alterations. In 
addition to the re-building of the eastern wall, and the decorations 
of the chancel, the communion has been railed off, and new reading- 
desks and books supplied.

Exkouth.— A new organ, built by Mr. Walker, of London, 
containing 16 stops and 2£ octaves of pedals to CCC, was opened on 
Sunday, May 28th, at Withycomb Church, by Mr. W. Vinnicombe, 
late organist of Spalding Church, Lincolnshire. 

Faversham. — On the 7th ult. the new organ, lately erected in the 
Congregational Church, by Mr. Henry Jones, of Brompton, was 
opened by Mr. Charles F. Davies, Organist of St. Peter's, Notting- 
hill. The programme contained "The horse and his rider" (Handel), 
an Offertoire by Wely, an Andante of Schumann's, and various 
other pieces, which were executed in a masterly manner, and were 
well calculated to display the various qualities of the instrument. 

Greenock. — The annual private concert of the Choral Society 
was given in the Town Hall, on Friday, the 9th ult. The pro- 
gramme consisted of Mendelssohn's 95th Psalm, Haydn's Spring, 
and a cantata, composed by Mr. Poulter, the conductor of the 
society, entitled The Bridge of Duty.

Blaydes, assisted by a chorus selected from the members of the 
Musical Society: solo flute, Mr. A. Francis; cornet, Mr. G. A. W.
